The following dispatch was received 
rom Indianapolis last night: 
The 8siU4*tl has jest received the fol- 


owing special from Brookvilie, Indiana: 
ohn K. Goodwin, President of the 
Brookvilie Back, was to Jay fatally shot 
by his brother, Robert M. Goodwin, who 
tad returned but a few days ago from the 
nsane asylum, Robert was very much 
nce&sed at John R. Goodwin, Z. T. Hut- 
chison and M C. Armstrong, believing 
hat they were the cause of his being sent 
o the asylum The shooting tosk place on 
ho street. As John K was passing down 
he street Kobert stepped out and com- 
menced shooting, without saying a word, 
until after the third shot. The first shot 
itruck John in the abdomen, the second 
n the arm, and the third in the back.— 
The murderer has been arrested a'nd 
jldced in jail. Mr. Goodwin died last 
jvening. 


Dr John R. Goodwin, President of the 


National Bank of Brookyille, Ind , corre- 
spondent of the Gazette at that town, and 
Delegate to the General Conference now 
!u session in this city, was shot and killed 
by his Jbrother, Col. Robert M, Goodwin, 
at Brookvilie, yesterday afternoon, about 
4 o'clock. The Rev. W. R. Goodwin, 
pastor of a large Methodist church in 
Decatur, 111 , and a delegate to the Gen- 
eral Conference, isja brother of tho Doc- 
tor and the Colonel He is a fine-looking 
man,and is highly esteemed in his church 


The first intimation he had of the trage- 


dy was a dispatch from the Rev, T. B. 
McClain, pastor of the Methodist church 
at Brookvilie, that was received about 
4-80 yesterday afternoon, and was as fol- 
lows 


"Your Brother John is shot, probably 


fatally. Come quick." 


Half an hour later came another [dis- 


patch from the pastor4 


"la sinking very fast. Cannot lire many 


hoins. Bob did it." 


Sxin after 7 o'clock the last dispatch 


was received It said: 
"Doctor died at7'05." 
The unexpected news of the fratricide 


completely prostrated Mr. Goodwin, and 
it was sometime before he could realize 
the full meaning of the tragedy. He had 
parted with his brother only last Satur- 
day, the latter being in perfect health and 
in full enjoyment of life. 


To ft QaaMe reporter the Uev. Mr. 


Goodwin said: 


Dr. John R. Goodwin was about 55 


years of age. He was married, and leaves 
a widow and one son, C. F. Goodwin, 
cashier of the Brookvilie Bank. Mrs 
Goodwin is an invalid. My brother, the 
Doctor, wa» a hoe-looking man, hardly 
knew what it was to be sick himself, and 
weighed about 180 pounds. 


"He had been a surgeon in the army, 


but at the close of the war gave up the 
practice of his profession and went into 
the Department of the Interior, Washing- 
ton, D, C , where he remained six years. 
He returned to Brookvilie, and was ap- 
pointed cashier of the bank of which he 
was President at the lime of his death — 
He owned real estate, and was considered 
to be well off in this world's goods. He 
was tbe mainstay of the Methodist church 
of Brookvilie, and was the Superintendent 
of the Sunday school. 


''Robert M Goodwin was educated for 


the bar. He entered the army during the 
Kbellion as Lieutenant of the 37th Ind 
^Volunteers, and served under Gen. "Pap" 
Thomas. For two years he was Provost 
Marshal at Nashville, Tenn. He rose to 
the rank of Colonel, and at the close of 
the war was breveted Brigadier General 
Since the war he has been practicing law 
at intervals in Indianapolis, where a 
brother and sister live 
He is about 45 or 


6 years of age, and is unmarried. 
"He was a man of intemperate habits 


and his manner of life affected hie brain. 
The Doctor had helped him-pecuniarily 
from time to time, but at length was 
obliged to have him confined in an asy- 
lum. This was done through ,a regular 
commitment for lunacy. 
He was in the 


Indiana Insane Asylum for several months 
and was discharged as cured on Wednes- 
day of last week, and went to Brookvilie, 
On that day the Doctor visited bis faim. 
on the outskirts of Brookvilie,and did not 
see his brother, though the latter met 
young Goodwin. 
"Friday morning the Doctor left for 


Cincinnati to attend the conference, and 
on his arrival was assigned to the Craw 
ford House, where I am stopping 
After 


attending the opening session ot the con- 
ference on Saturday, he returned to 
Brookvilie. I do not think Rob nud my 
brother met until this afternoon " 


"What was the reason of the killing?" 


asked the reporter 


"I think," said Mr. Ooodwin, "that Bob 


got the impression tbat his brother waa 
seeking to shut MIL up in an asylum and 
brooded over the matter until he became 
morbid on the subject 
When he pot out 


of the asylum he went to Brookvilie with 
the sense of injury upon him, and, meet- 
ing his brother, shot and killed him "

CERRO GOUDO, 111., May 4,—An un 


known boy, about sixteen years of age, 
was run over and killed b; a train yes 
terday. lie was four feet nine inches 
high, rather slim built, weighed about 
100 or 115 pounds. It was reported at 
the Coroner's inquest that he got on 
the train at Bluffs, 111., and was put ofl 
at Jacksonville. He wore a grey cash 
mere striped or checkered sack coat, 
gray vest and pants and a black cloth 
cap. His boots were out at the toes. 
The contents of bis pockets were 
short lead pencil, red silk handkerchiel 
with light border, one cheap five-cent 
Testament, and a small piece of plug 
tobacco. The body will be buried here.
